The  report  comprise.s  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  samples;  but  in  addition  the 
duplicates  have  been  onalysed  in  twenty-two  instances,  so  that  the  total  number  of 
samples  examined  is  one  hundred  and  sixty  (160).  Examination  of  duplicates  has  been 
niade  when  the  sample,  as  taken  by  our  Insnectors,  consisted  of  separate  cakes,  instead 
of  the  division  of  a  single  cake  into  portions.  It  has  sometimes  occurred  that,  in  the 
case  of  distinct  cakes  collected  under  the  same  inspectoral  number,  these  cakes  have 
given  differing  results  on  analysis.  In  tlie  present  instance,  with  a  single  exception 
the  analysis  of  the  duplicate  has  corroborated  the  results  of  analysis  of  the  original
